At 2:30 the meeting was again called 
together, when Governor Stone made 
his address at Elk* hall, that on account 
of its magnificent delivery and sensa- 
tional utterances made (he hit ot tho 
day. 
In addition 
to launching Mr. 


Eland's boom upon the Presidential seas, 
the Governor claimed that the Issue- 
could be dodged no longer. He claimed 
that free coinage had been the Demo-

Washington, July 23.—W. E. Curtis, as- 


sIMant Secretary of the Treasury, wag 
at his desk to-day, atier nn absence ot 
six weeks In connection with (he deliv- 
er}- In London of $30,000,000 United fl»«te» 
bonds to the Belmont-Morpvn syndicate, 
much Improved by Ma trip. Mr. Curtis 
to-day to a United Press reporter t*lkod 
Interestingly of his visit abroad, and the 
Impressions received. - 


"The bu9f/ies3 In London," he said, "la 


successfully completed, and I am glad 
to return to my own country. I found 


the feeling- regarding Investments In 


United States bonds and other securities 
both public and private, better than I 
had expected. There '8 a very large 
amount of money In England awaiting in- 
vestment, -and I am satisfied that If the 
owners were assured that the value of 
what they bought would not be reduced 
by legislation regarding our currency, 
that large amounts would flour to this 
side of the water and an era of great 
prosperity would follow in this country. 


"I was suiprlsed to find England en- 


Joying an American summer. During the 
six weeks of my stay In London there 
were but two or three light showers, the 
remainder of the days being waim and 
bright. In fact, the .'continued drouth 
has had-a very serious effect upon the 
agricultural Interests of the midland and 
southem counties. 
"The 
political 
excitement 
upon 
a 


change 'Of government wn« most marked 
and the dissolution of Parliament and the 
campaign of the" new elections were very 
Interesting to an outsider. A point, how- 
ever, which struck me very forcibly vv%s 
that the change of government made no 
change In the dally business of Ihe de- 
partment?, and though I was In the 
treasury the morning after the announce- 
ment of the now ministry taking office, 
there was no attendant lino of 
office 


seekers, and the heads of the bureaus 
and divisions had no anxiety as to any 
prospective decapitation. In fact, I was 
told by a member of the new government 
that the total patronage/ Including, of 
course, the highest offices, only amounted 
to about GO places, and one of the hard- 
est problems the Conservative leaders 
had to deal with was a. fair division of 
these few places among those considered, 
entitled thereto."

Porati'tlo. Ida.. July 23.—Tho Indian war 


hns broken out in earnest. liiinnock In- 
dians have killed a settler, his wife 'nnd 
child, in, the Suit River valley, and the 
white men pursuing tho murderers killed 
nix of the redskins. Union Pacific en- 
gineer, Robert Fltzpntrlck. who pulled 
tho northbound freight Into Pocatello at 
6 o'clock-this evening, brings the story of 
the conflict In the Salt River volley. 


Mall Canter Alma. Vull, who Arrived at 


Montpeller from Starvllle this morning, 
reported to the constable that the Ban- 
nock Indians from the reservation ha« 
killed a settler, his wife and child. A 
posse was at once formed, pursued the 
Bannocks anil killed six of them before 
they escaped Into the mountains. The 
excitement among the settlers' in north- 
western Wyoming over the threatened 
uprising ot the Bannock and Shoshone 
•Indians Is growing more Intense every 
day. 
They are leaving their ranches In 


largo numbers nnd gathering at favored 
ooints for mutual protection In case the 
Indiana return to seek vengeance for the 
death of their braves. The story of the 
killing of the throe whites and six Jn- 
dlans Is at/reading alarm at a rapid rate. 
Innumerable pleasure parties have given 
UD contemplated trips into the mountain 
country which abounds In the finest sport 
of all kinds at this season. The settlers.' 
too, 
arc becoming thoroughly aroused 


and If they are not soon protected by 
government tropos they will take the 
field in protection of -their own homes 
and lives and they are well qualified by 
long experience In this country and arc 
more dangerous than regulars. 


The Indians realize that the cowboys 


are- more dangerous than the troops. The 
refls know that they can surrender to the 
soldiers and they will be In no further 
danger, but -when the frontier volunteers 
go out to hunt Indians they fight as the 
Indians themselves. They shoot to kill 
and kill on sight. The news that Ui» for- 
aging' Bannocks are receiving supplies 
of government rations 
forwarded 
by 


those remaining at the reservation and 
that several n undred Shoshone bucks 
from th_e Wind River reservation have 
started to Join the Bannocks are not the 
best Ir.nicatlons that the Ill-feeling en- 
gendered by the killing of the Indian 
butttlers will end without further trouble. 


The more se"«lbte Indian* who have re- 


mained on the reservation to put up their 
hay and who advised against this bunt, 
say the Indians want to flght and every- 
one who knuna anything about the hardy 
frontiersman of northwesteiu Wyoming 
knows' (hat If the Indians are looking for 
a- flght they will find It.

to Market L"ke. -Scouts who have. come 
In from the mountains report the Indians 
In force at the Junction of Granite creek 
nnd Fall river. All p»««es into Jackson 
Hole available, to horsemen are guaided 
by Indians, Capt Smith, a prospector. 
has Just been brought in, wounded In the 
breast by Indians.^ Other prospectors arc 
being driven in from the mountains. 
Pickets are guarding the various moun- 
tain passes to-night. Forces are equipped 
ready for a march and everybody Is 
aimed. 
"Teton Basin, July °° Courier to Mar- 


ket I -like.— Here on return trip. Scttlcis 
In the basin .ore uneasy. It is reported, 
here that many Indians from Fort Hall 
are leaving to Join those In tho moun- 
tains. 
Indiana from other reservations 


are reported Joining them. Letters and 
couriers have been sent out by the Jack- 
sen Hole settlers asking for aid and with 
those who' havo responded, they will go 
into the mountains to meet the Indians 
to-morrow. Settlers have given up nil 
hcpe of saving their crops, nnd arc pre- 
purlnR to t«ke their wuvnen and chHdrcn 
out of the region." 


Governor Richards says notwithstand- 


ing the disquieting nature of the message 
h? will not send State troops Into the 
field until he has more definite knowl- 
edge of the situation, and until he learn a 
of what success is being met with by the 
Indian police In their efforts to have the 
Bannocks return to their reservation.

Washington, July 23.— A telegram was 


received at tho War Department to-day 
from Gen. Copplnger, commanding the 
Department of the Platte. In Which the' 
Bennock reservation is situated, stating 
that he had communicated with his out- 
pests, but had received no Information 
concerning the Princeton students.

the dispatch reported no disturbance 
among the Bannocks, It Is believed at tjie 
War Department that they arc on their 
reservation and quiet.
